154 OFF DAYS EACH YEAR AND ‘COFFEE TIME’ TOO 


Working for U.S. Is ‘Life of Riley,’ Says Solon 


By HELEN ASHBY 


WASHINGTON, June 16— 
(UP) — Working for the Govern- 
ment is “the life of Riley,” Rep. 
Earl Wilson, Republican, Indiana, 
said Sunday and he came up with 
a fresh batch of facts and figures 
to prove it. 

The former Hoosier school- 
master, who once proposed a 10 
p. m. curfew for Government 
girls, said Federal employes are 
on the job little more than half 
the year and don’t do much 
work when they do show up. 

Wilson started his one-man war 
on “laxness, and shirking” among 
Government workers last week 
when he called for the dismissal 
of 75 percent of the nearly 3,000,- 
000 Federal personnel and 4as- 
serted that there is too much idle- 
ness and “time off” at the tax- 
payers’ expense. 

He said that initial blast drew 
a few “bricks” but mostly bou- 
quets from people who realize 


how “deplorable” conditions are 
in Government Bureaus. 

Setting forth official figures 
to show that out of 365 days in 
the year, Government employes 
are on the job only about 50 
percent of the time, he said this 
is the way they get 154 days off 
—‘“to start with.” 

Fifty-two days off for 
days. 

Fifty-two days off for Satur- 
days. 


Twenty-six days off for annual 


leave. 

Fifteen days off for sick leave. 

Nine days off for holidays 
(New Year’s, Lincoln’s and 
Washington’s birthdays, Memo- 
rial Day, July 4, Labor Day, 
Armistice Day, Thanksgiv- 
ing and Christmas.)

No Tax Cuts, Says 
Federal Reserve 


WASHINGTON, June 16—(#)—The Federal Reserve Board 
Sunday night opposed further general reduction of taxes but declared 
that “prudent economy should be effected in governmental operations.” 


Figuring that policy would more 
than balance the budget, it called 
for use of the excess funds to re- 
duce the national debt. It opposed 
increasing the interest rate on 
Government debt obligations. 

The Board’s' views were set out | 
in its annual report to Congress. 

In setting out its opposition to 
higher interest rates, the Board 
pointed out that the debt had 
grown by the end of’ 1945 to 
nearly six times its size in prewar 
1940. It said that had lifted the in- 
terest charges from less than 
$1,000,000,000 to more than $5,000,- 
000,000 a year. 

“As a result of this five-fold in- 
crease, ‘it (the interest charge) 
has become the largest single 
item in the budget aside from ex- 
penditures for veterans’ pensions 
and benefits for the fiscal year 
1947,” the Board added. 

“In view of the large amount 
of short-term debt that will need 
to be refunded in the next few 


years, each full percentage point 
of increase in the level of interest 
rates would add up to a billion

“Our program is a continuous 
one,” Dr. Burch said. “‘We expéct 
to keep consistently after tuber- 
culosis until we have run down 
every case in Atlanta. We have a 
staff of 18 ry assigned to the 
work and for the first time we 
have a portable machine which we 
can take to those willing to sub- 
mit to the tests. 

“We have found only seven posi- 
tive caSes thus far during our ex- 
aminations, but we have ordered 
retakes on the large X-ray ma- 
chine for all suspicious negatives. 
We are going to cover every busi- 
ness, commercial, and industrial 
organization in Atlanta, and when 
we have completed that, we pro- 
pose to ask the public generally to 
take the tests. Our program as 
set up enables us to refer those 
needing attention to their own doc- 
tor or to accept our services in rid- 
ding themselves of the disease.” 

Dr. Hackney said the program 
has the indorsement of the Fulton 
County Medical Society and other 
agencies interested in the health 
of the community. 


Dr. Eddie Armstrong, Director 
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of the VD division, reported that 
59,776 blood testa were made for 
syphilis and that another 6,675 
smears have 
search for gonorrhea. A total of 
2,461 positive gonorrhea cases were 
discovered with only 938 positive 
syphilis reports. Patients are ad- 
vised to see their own doctors, but 
675 of the positive patients were 
hospitalized in the Venéreal Hos- 
pital and treated with penicillin, 
the new VD wonder drug. 


“We think the Atlanta program 
regarding tuberculosis and VD dis‘ 
eases is sound,” Dr. Hackney said. 
“We are prepared to search for the 
disease through a continuous and 
vigorous program, and we are con- 
vinced that this is the scientific 
way to attack the problem, If a 
better way is discovered, we will 
do everything possible to see that 
it is introduced in Atlanta. 


“At the present, we have a staff 
of 75 assigned to venereal disease 
discovery and treatment. Our dis- 
covery division regarding tubercu- 
losis now consists of a staff of 18 
trained experts. The tuberculosis 
and VD programs are under the 
direction of able men, who are rec- 
ognized experts in their respective 
fields. Atlanta’s Health Depart- 
ment is doing its utmost to meas- 
ure up to its responsibilities to the 
citizens and to provide the best 
possible service, facilities and per- 
sonnel,”

Red Rudensky, author of the 
following article, was formerly 
a long-term inmate of the At- 
lanta Federal Penitentiary Dur- 
ing his tenure there, he gained 
many friends+in this city, par- 
ticularly among newspaper folk 
because of his sparkling editor- 
ship of the prison monthly pub- 
lication. Knowing his journalis- 
tic background, Ralph McGill 
requested Red to write his own 
story of his visit to Atlanta as a 
free man, Here it is: 


Morris (Red) Rudensky, former 
Editor of The Atlantian, published 
at the Federal Prison, dropped in 
to say “hello” to Editor Ralph Mce-

long sojourn in Uncle Sam’s lime- 
stone housing project out on Mc-

ed him occasionally. 

“Ralph helped keep the old 
flame of hope burning a bit 
brighter,” Red put it. Today was 
the first chance Red has had to 
return one of his friend’s visits— 
and in the free world. 

They talked of the old times... 
and of a dream come true. After 
all those years in prison, Red’s a 
free man now—has been for more 
than two years. His boss, Charles 
A. Ward, President of Brown & 
Bigelow, St. Paul, Minn., has made 


it possible for Red to visit his fy 


many friends here in Atlanta... 
friends that Red made the hard 
way—from inside the well-guard- 
ed high walls of the Federal 
Prison. 

Today was the first time Red 
really saw the City of Atlanta, al- 
though he had lived here nearly 
two decades. 

“You can’t see through those 
thick concrete walls ... though 
sometimes you think you can,” re- 
membered Red. 


As the guest of Mr. and Mrs. 
Fred G. Zerbst of this city, Red is 
enjoying his visit with them—a 
visit quite more remarkable be- 
cause Zerbst was his former 
warden here and at the Federal 
Prison in Leavenworth, Kan. 

“Fred Zerbst practically raised 
me—slapped me down when I 
needed it, true, but he’s one of the

To Handle Labor Disputes 


NEW YORK, June ga de LaGuardia, former judge, 

ork, proposed Sunday night that a 
separate court—to be known as the United States Industrial Court— 
be set up to prevent long and costly labor disputes. 


legislator and Mayor of New 


Moving unexpectedly into the 
nation’s turbulent labor picture, 
the present UNRRA Director pro- 
duced a seven-page program which 
he called the “ uardia Plan” 
and described as ‘“tentative—to 
stimulate discussion.” 


The plan, as unfolded by La- 
Guardia, briefly would: 

1. Set up four Federal Indus- 
trial Courts in the nation plus an 
Appellate Court in Washington, 
D. C., to hear disputes in’ which 
negotiation, conciliation or arbi- 
tration had failed. 


30-DAY VERDICT 


2. Provide for public and “bind- 
ing” decigions within 30 days after 
the hearings had ended, with se- 
vere penalties for failure to com- 
ply or refusal to submit a case. 

3. Brush aside “legal formalities 
and ancient court technicalities’? in 
the interests of speed, substituting, 
if the judge wishes, informal con- 
ferences or consultations. 


4. Provide for judges hand- 
picked by the President of the 
United States for “unimpeachable 
integrity, experience and judicial 
temperament.” 

Co-author of the Norris-La- 
Guardia Act in 1932, which out- 
lawed anti-union contracts and 
recognized the right to strike, La- 
Guardia said, “Duress, unreasona- 
bleness and irresponsibility have 
no place in the labor-management 
relations in our country. 


BANISH ABUSES 


“That applies to both sides. As 
the abuses of old were abolished, 
so must new méthods of abuse be 
prevented.” 

LaGuardia did not criticize the 
Truman Administration, which has 
seen at least five major strikes 
since V-J Day, pointing out that 
“they’re trying to do their best 
under very difficult conditions.” 


But he added, “I don’t want to 
see the benefits of the Norris-La- 
Guardia Act destroyed and I’m 
afraid that if we're not careful 
they will be. The time has arrived 
when proper machinery and new 
technique for the settlement of 
labor disputes must be provided.” 

The LaGuardia Plan would di- 
vide the nation into four Federal 
“industrial” districts—the North- 
east, the South, the Middle West 
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and the Far West, with oné court

“It is absolutely necessary to 
provide economic security to 
avoid the temptation to exploit 
the office,” he said. “It is also 
imperative to have men whose 
mental capacity would obviate 
court clerks and secretaries, who, 
in. turn, would be subjected to 
tae same temptations.” 

LaGuardia’s Plan would per- 
mit either side to submit a case 
after a strike had been in effect 
five days. 

“A survey of recent strikes will 
show that the settlement even- 
tually reached could, with reason- 
ableness, have béen reached with- 
in a few days after the strike,” he 
explained, adding that labor and 
management were equally’ to 
blame. 

LaGuardia said that copies of 
the plan would be sent to practi- 
cally everyone in Washington, 
from President Truman on down 
and including members of appro- 
priate Congressional Committees.

Vandenberg s 
Primary Vote 


WASHINGTON, June 16—(UP) 
An indication of Arthur H. Van- 
denberg's vote-getting powers may 
be seen Tuesday when the veteran 
Republican Senator seeks renom- 
ination in the Michigan primary 
election. 

Vandenberg, frequently men- 
tioned as a possible 1948 Republi- 
can presidential nominee, now is 
attending the Conference of For- 
eign Ministers in Paris. Although 
he is assured of renomination, the 
size of the vote he piles up will 
be watched closely. 

The vote may show also how 
Michigan Republicans are reacting 
to the old issue of International- 
ism-versus-Isolation on which Ne- 
braska voters demonstrated their 
feelings so strongly last week by | 
re-nominating Sen. Hugh Butler, 
an isolationist, over Gov. Dwight 
Griswold in the Republican Sena- 
torial primary. Griswold, who 
campaigned as an all-out interna- 
tionalist, had the backing of for- 
mer Gov. Harold E. Stassen, of 
Minr esota. 

Vandenberg, chosen by the late 
President Roosevelt, to be a United 
Nations delegate, has had a prom- 
inent rale in shaping ‘he country’s 
foreign policy ever since the UNO 
charter was drafted in San Fran- 
cisco. 

Two other Senators also are up 
for renomination in coming pri- 
maries. They are Owen Brewster, 
who is assured the Republican 
nomination in Maine Monday, and 
David I. Walsh, strong pre-Pearl 
Harbor isolationist, who will have 
no trouble getting the Democratic 
nomination in Massachusetts Tues- 
day. 

Meanwhile, effects of the two- 
to-one defeat suffered by Griswold 
in Nebraska still are being dis- 
cussed here. Although the result 
was interpreted as a slap at Stas- 
sen’s hopes of getting the 1948 
Republican presidential nomina- 
tion, some believed it also repre- 
sented a warning to various White 
House aspirants to refrain from 
interfering in State campaigns in 
which they are not directly in- 
volved. 

Another possible 1948 Republi- 
can nominee, Sen.

Government statistics show prices 
have been rising one percent a 
month, he said. 


This opinion is in conflict with 
that of OPA officials who say 
most family budget items are well 
under control, despite the recent 
wave of price boosts. 


Fifty-two price increases were 
granted by OPA within two weeks, 
some on important cost-of-living 
items like butter and milk. 


One OPA official said the licents 
a pound increase for butter and 
six cents for cheddar cheese will 
become effective Monday. A rise 
of 40 cents a ton for soft coal, be- 
cause of pay increases granted 
miners, probably will be an- 
nounced during the week, a spokes- 
man for the agency said. 


This will be followed by an in- 
crease of “maybe as much as $1 
a ton” for anthracite coal. 


The higher butter and cheese 
prices were authorized on May 29 
by Stabilization Director Chester 
Bowles, along with an increase of 
one cent a quart for milk. Most 
consumers already pay the extra 
penny for milk. 


OPA DISAGREES 


Both Bowles and Paul Porter, 
OPA administrator, have empha- 
sized reports showing only 4.6 per- 
cent retail price rise for household 
necessities from the spring of 1943 
——Wwhen the hold-the-line order was 
issued—to April 15, 1946. They 
estimated the additional increase 
up to July 1 at 2.1 percent. 


The recent acceleration of the 
increase rate was what prompted 
the comment “alarming” by the 
Government economist, 


“When living costs begin to rise 
at the rate of one percent or more 
a month, as they have been, that’s 
something to worry about,” he 
said. “That’s 12 percent er better 
a year, as compared with a rise 
of six to seven percent over the 
last three years.” 


Other Government officials have 
estimated that price increases au- 
thorized during the last three 
weeks for several important food 
items alone have boosted the cost 
of living 1.28 percent. 

This calculation includes the 
price hike for milk, a penny a loaf 
for bread, two to three cents a 
pound for some cereals, and the 
butter and cheddar cheese in- 
creases. 


BOWLES COMPLACENT 


Bowles and Porter contend 
that a large part of these increases 
have been the inevitable result of 
transition from a tight wartime 
economy. Bowles has said that 
“many of the reasons for the in- 
creases of the past few months 
are now behind us.” 

But the pace at OPA has not 
slackened yet. Last week the agen- 
cy rolled out at least 29 price in- 
creases, some of them covering 
more than one item. The total the 
week before was 23. 

Many of. these price hikes will 
have no effect on family budgets. 
But those on market basket items 
like milk, butter, bread and cheese 
show up in the cost of living. 

So will increases authorized for 
citrus fruits, melons and peaches. 
On the other hand, OPA expects 
that a price boost of 10 to 15 per- 
cent for inexpensive shoes will 
save the public money in the long 
run. The purpose of this increase 
was to encourage production of 
cheaper types of shoes_ which 
largely have disappeared from the 
market. 

One action last week opened 
the way to higher restaurant 
prices by permitting ceilings on 
menu items to be based on actual 
costs of food in cases where the 
commodity itself is exempt from 
price control. 

The House Republican Food 
Study Committee took issue with 
an estimate attributed to Bowles 
that living costs have increased 
only one-third as much as at the 
conclusion of World War I. 

OPA increases granted in the 
past few weeks include: For cot- 
ton flannel work shorts, 12 per- 
cent; repair and replacement parts 
for hand lawn mowers and small 
electric appliances, 28 and 18 per- 
cent, respectively; nails, 50 cents 
a hundred pounds; alloy steel— 
used in small quantities in many 
consumer products—4.2 percent; 
window screen, 11.25 percent; iron 
and steel window frames, 13 per- 
cent: warm air furnace fans and 
blowers and attic ventilating fans, 
9 to 14 percent; brass plumbing 
fixtures, about 15 percent. 

On the other side of the ledger, 
OPA cut to 7.5 percent an 8.9 
percent increase previously grant- 
ed to manufacturers of store and 
office machines, This was done, 
the agency said, after “more par-

Continued From First Page 
down which was immediately re- 
flected in his face and physique. 
He changed almost overnight in 
appearance from that of the stal- 
wart soldier-leadér to that of the 
elder statesman. When I saw him 


during the war he never looked 
more than a’ robust 55: now he 
looks all-of his 66 years and per- 
haps a little more. He no longer 
dyes his hair nor does he make a 
conscious effort to fill a uniform 
as it should be filled. 

“His doctors—he has four who 
form a committee to reach de- 
cisions regarding his health—are 
satisfied with his health, consider- 
ing his years, but they have inten- 
sified their watchfulness since the 
death of President Roosevelt. They 
see certain parallels in the physi- 
cal and mental strains to which 
beth men were subjected. Al- 
though Stalin has never suffered 
from anything as pernicious as 
infantile paralysis, he was in his 
younger days subjected to exhaus- 
tive physical and mental strains. 
His years of malnutrition in Czar- 
ist prisons and Siberian camps, 
and the struggles which attended 
his rise to power have sapped cer- 
tain of his physical reserves. This, 
together with the prodigious re- 
sponsibilities he bore during the 
war, have certainly made him 
subject to the same sort of sud- 
den attack which struck down 
Roosevelt. 


JUST IMPORTANT THINGS 


It is for fear of such an attack 
that his doctors have cautioned 
him to restrict himself to guidance 
on matters of the utmost import- 
ance which cannot be entrusted to 
others. Luckily, his power and 
position are so secure that his de- 
cisions are accepted without re- 
serve. There is no bickering or 
argument to aggravate him. If he 
continues to follow out this sched- 
ule, he may well outlive the politi- 
cal careers of his contemporaries 
who control the policies of the 
other great powers.” 

According to Middle East diplo- 
mats, the question of Stalin’s suc- 
cessor does not seriously excite 
Kremlin circles. Stalin, who is 
fully aware of his life expectancy, 
is said to feel that there is ample 
time before the question will be- 
come acute. He is watching the 
rise in capacity and prestige of 
certain younger men like Gen. A. 
Nickolai Bul- 
ganin and his intimate friend, G. 


'M. Malenkov, but there are indi- 


‘cations that he feels the next five 
years may provide clues to hidden 
talents in a score of others who 
are now clustered at the ap- 
proaches to’ power. 

If Stalin were to die today, there 
probably would be natural accept- 
ance of Molotov as his successor. 
But no one in Moscow, least of 
‘all Stalin, expects death in. the 
‘near future or in the next five 


‘years. Meanwhile he believes it is 


a good thing for Russia that the 
host of his would-be successors 
should vie for his favor by dis- 
plays of talent and industry. It is 
probably part of his five-year plan 
to harness the ambitions of the 
‘younger leaders to the urgent 
needs of the country. Stalin never 
wastes s motion or emotion.

“T didn’t do any more than any 
small-town doctor ever does,’ he 
declared. “Maybe it's supposed to 
be different in the Army, but ! 
tried to do what doctors like my 
father always do—get acquainted 
with the patients and talk to them 
fully and frankly enough so they 
wouldn't have a lot of unanswered 
questions bothering them.” 


Col. Kissane always met hospi- 
tal convoys at the airport and talk- 
ed to every single patient as soon 
as possible, telling them the truth 
about questions which invariably 
came in this order: (1) How soon 
can I get a furlough? (2) How 
long have I got to stay here? (3) 
How bad am I hurt? 

From his experience he is going 
home with the heart-warming con- 
viction that his patients represent 
“the finest citizens this country’s 
got” and the sure knowledge that 
a man who is hero enough to get 
really seriously wounded in his 
country’s service has “what it 
takes to make something out of 
the future.”

The Communist Party’s Secre- 
tary-General, Maurice Thorez, an- 
nounced the party's decision to the 
closing session of the party's Cen- 
tral Committee, posing the pros- 
pect of a new governmental crisis, 
The MRP, which displaced the 
Communists as the strongest single 
party in the June 2 elections, has 


proposed Foreign Minister Georges | 


Bidault for the Provisional Presi- 
dency. 
uent Assembly was asked to elect 
him next Wednesday. 

DeGaule, breaking a_ political 
silence of six months, urged the 
Constitutent Assembly to draft for 
the Fourth Republic a constitution 
which would set up. a 
legislature and a strong executive. 
The MRP has advanced similar 
proposals. 


The French people in a referen- 


dum in May rejected a Communist- | 
constitution which would |

have set up a powerful one-house 
legislature and reduced the presi- 
dent virtually to the status of 
figurehead. 

Speaking in Bayeux at a cere- 
mony commemorating his return | 
to France in 1944, DeGaulle warn- 
ed of the threat of dictatorship. 

“The actual situation of the 
world, where, behind opposing 
ideologies, powers between which 
we are placed confront one an- 
other, threatens to introduce into 
our political rivalries an é¢lement 
of dangerous trouble.” he said. 


Apparently DeGaule referred to 
his former description of France's 
position as being delicately placed 
between Russia and the United 
States. 


France, the former 
President said, faces a “life or 
death” situation, with “the posi- 
tion, independence and existence 
of our country and empire really 
at stake.” Therefore the branches 
of the government should be 
“clearly separated and _ strongly 
balanced,” he argued. 

DeGaulle’s speech was bound to 
have profound reverberations, 
since it placed him in open opposi- 
tion to the Communists, who still 
insist upon the all-powerful single 
nouse.

“First, old age pensions, social security, 
aid for the blind, widows and dependent 
children, and many other welfare and 
social benefits stemmed from Washington 
—part of Franklin D. Roosevelt's program 
of aiding the Nation’s most needy—and 
antedated Rivers. 

“Too, as a means of spending the 
Nation back to prosperity under sponsor- 
ship of governmental aid projects, FDR 
through the WPA and PWA encouraged 
“highway construction, the erection of pub- 
lic buildings, schools and other needed 
expansions. 

“Here it was WPA and PWA and 
FDR that did most of the work in Georgia 
for which EDR would now take credit. 


“Here is the official record—facts, not 


Rivers political fantasy, as revealed by 
the official records of the State Auditor: 

“In 1937, Rivers’ first year, the Works 
Progress Administration (WPA) spent 
$18,494,971 in Georgia; in 1938, $14,956,532; 
in 1939, $31,989,572: in 1940, $26,933,303. 
Thus during Rivers’ tenure the WPA 
spent $92,374,378. This money did not 
clear through State channels, but much 
‘of it was spent to help the State, such 
as improvement of rural roads, building 
gymnasiums and other structures for the 
State’s public schools.

The PWA, not Rivers, spent $51,- 
513.74 for construction at the new Mil- 
ledgeville Hospital for Insane. The PWA, 
not Rivers, spent $481,092.25 for new build- 
ings at the University of Georgia. 

“The story is much the same in 1938, 
when the VU. S. Government grants to 
Georgia totaled $11,868,416.49, which in- 
cluded $5,148,501.99 to the State Highway 
Department, $323,000 in a PWA grant for 
construction of State institution buildings, 
and $614,561.95 for more buildings at the 
University of Georgia. 

“In 1939 the federal Government grant- 
ed to the State $10,961,991.84, including 
$4,799,792.03 for highways, $129,200 for 
institution buildings, $405,186.40 from the 
PWA (not EDR) for University System 
buildings, and $366,939 for the State Office 
Building opposite the Capitol. 

“In 1940, U. S. grants to Georgia aggre- 
gated $19,641,366.35. This gave the State 
$11,638,902.16 for its Highway Department, 
$142,120.18 for its institution buildings, 
and $78,571.31 for more University System 
buildings. ° 

“Thus the United States Government 
granted to Georgia $54,879,987.71 for build- 
ings and roads which Candidate Rivers 
and his friends claim stand as monuments 
to him. There are others who claim they 
stand as monuments to Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt. 

“Normal State income for the four- 
year tenure of the ex-Governor was $175,- 
178,000, broken down to $39,378,000 for

Blackmail 
In Jerusalem 


(“Oh, Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou that killest 
the prophets and stonest them which are sent 
* unto thee, how often would I have gathered thy 
children together, even as a hen gathereth her chickens under per 
wings, and ye would not,’’) 


Built on the ruins of centuries, sitting amid the debris of the 
years, Jerusalem and Palestine have been the dwelling place of 
ruthless emotions and the great tugs of war between powers since 
before, even, the coming and the crucifixion of Christ. 

Its grim hills, streaked with red and yellow; its dry valleys 
touched here and there with green where water have seen 
much. Perhaps too much. 

They saw the sheen on the spears of the vast armies of the 
Pharaohs. They saw the fierce faces of the armies of Nebuchad- 
nezzar, twice come to spread fire, looting and rapine. They heard 
the tramp of the legions of great Rome; saw the eagles of the 
Emperor held high in the sun. Josephus left the story of that last 
coming when Titus detroyed the city after one of the most stub- 
bornly heroic defenses in all the history of man’s violence. 

The Turks came. Alienby came. And the British came. 

Today Thére are two emotions that come to one today in Jeru- 

salem and Palestine. One is that Jerusalem is the dwell- 
ing place of fear and intolerance and hate. You can feel it in its 
narrow streets. The brown walls seem to hug the emotions within 
the city, but even so they escape over the walls and spread out into 
the larger and newer city beyond. 

You feel, even today, that this is the place that crucified Christ 
and you feel it easily could, and would, happen again. 

The British troops are there. So were the legions of Rome 
when Pilate came from the coastal Roman city of Caesarea for 
the crowded, nervous time of the Feast of the Passover, and the 
plot alreaagy made for the crucifixion.

Again Foreign Minister Bevin has been blackmailed today. Once 
again fear and ruthlessness has triumphed. 

In Jerusalem, in the high places, the mob cried unto the Brit- 
ish Government, saying: 

“Disregard the Anglo-American recommendation that 100,000 
homeless victims of the Nazi concentration camps be . admitted; 
keep them out of Palestine or we will turn to the Soviet; we will 
loose a holy war which will drench all the Moslem East in blood 
and drive Britain out of the Middle East: we will withhold the oil.” 

And so a furious, frustrated Foreign Minister Bevin, like a verbal

That mandate was signed by 51 powers, reading: “ 
contracting parties agree that the mandatory (Britain) shall be 
responsible for putting into effect the (Balfour) declaration ... by 
the Government of His Britannic Majesty ... in favor of estab- 
lishment of a national home for Jewish people.” 

The League of Nations has been absorbed into the United Nations. 

It is quite inevitable that Soviet Russia, in one of her quick 
shifts of foreign policy, one day will bring this fact before that body. 

The Arab rulers, long busy with getting Britain out of their ter- 
ritories, now are frightened at Soviet influence. They have ceased 
their anti-British agitation and are trying to calm the peoples so 
long fed on it. 

It is so obvious a tragic error—trying to stop Soviet influences 
by bolstering the rulers who keep 90 percent of their people in 
wretchedness and miserable hunger—that one may say with confi- 
dence it is again “too late with too little.” It plays straight into

Russians Are Still Dying 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph Jones is on vacation.) 


WASHINGTON.—It is time to understand the hard realities of 
Soviet expansion. For Russia the war is still going on, in the abso- 
lute sense that Russian soldiérs are still laying down their lives in 
order to extend the new Soviet empire and attach to it new satel- 
lite states. Intelligence has just reached Washington from Man- 
churia, for example, that among the dead left by the Chinese Com- 
munist forces on the battlefield of Szepingkai, a great many were 
Soviet “volunteers” in Soviet uniform. 

At Szepingkai, the Chinese Communists sought to halt a drive 
by Chtese Nationalist forces toward Changchun, capital of Man- 
churia, During the engagement the Communists revealed much 
powerful equipment——motor transvort, automatic weapons, even 
tanks—which was never produced jn the fastnesses of their zone in 


China. 

2% Soviet commanders in Manchuria bland- 
Another Azerbaijan ly explained that their soldiers had just 
wandered onto the battlefield by mistake. Obviously, however, 
the soldiers were there with a purpose. All the evidence sug- 
gests, in fact, that Manchuria has become another Azerbaijan on 
a much larger scale. 

In the first place, large 5 PEER of Soviet officers and techni- 
cians have remained behind, simply divesting themselves of their 
uniforms and moving into key jobs in the Azerbaijan army, police 
and provincial administration. In the second place, as predicted 
long ago in this space, a highly effective Azerbaijanian Army has 
been organized by the Soviets. This force is large. It has been 
well trained by Soviet officers. 


Chiang and Qavam At present, the troops are being used 


by the Azerbaijanian provincial govern- 
ment to maintain the usual iron curtain around their territory. 
These observers who are there already are now severely restricted 
in movements. Capt. Alexis Gagain, Assistant Military Attache, 
has been repeatedly arrested. Neither newspapermen nor additional 
American officials, nor representatives of the Tehran government 
are permitted to enter the area. 

Even the negotiations between the Azerbaijanians and the 
Iranian Central Government closely parallel the haggling between 
the Chinese Communists and the Chinese National Government. 
Premier Qavam, of Iran, like Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, of 
China, is prepared to make extensive concessions. He insists on 
only twb points. The first is maintenance of his country’s territo- 
rial integrity. The second is the impossibility of permitting inde- 
pendent armies to exist within the nation. These are, of course, 
the two great issues in China also. And like the Chinese Com- 
munists, these are the two points on which the. Azerbaijanians so 
far have flatly refused to yield. 

This means, in effect, that they want absolute independence. 


Jumping-Off Places In their haggling, both Qavam and 


Chiang are hampered by the weak- 
nesses of their own regiments, which by contrast have permitted 
the rival groups to gain a considerable popular support. Both could 
reunite their countries, however, if they were not faced with the 
absolute certainty that determined efforts to do so would not be 
effectively aided by the United States and Great Britain, while 
Soviet aid to the opposition would be greatly increased and would 
be given still more openly. 

It may be inquired whether American policy toward the Soviet 
Union has achieved anything at all, in view of the foregoing facts. 
The answer is, of course, that it has halted the Soviet expansion 
in Azerbaijan and Manchuria for the present. It would have gone 
much further already if we had pursued a different policy. But 
one must add that with these jumping off places in the Soviet 
hands, resumption of the imperialist process must -ultimately be 
expected. 

The only alternative is for the American polfty makers, by 
greater firmness, by more constructive measures to improve con- 
ditions in backward and devastated areas, and by other obvious 
expedients, ta achieve a dependable, final settlement of the inter- 


national conflict.

Jackson Temperament . 
Ill Suited to High Court 


WASHINGTON — Entirely aside from the 
merits of the case, it seems to be the consensus 
of most unbiased observers that the weight of 

censure rests on Associate Justice Robert H. Jackson for bringing 
into the open the unseemly controversy that has racked the United 
States Supreme Court. 

Attorneys and others who have closely followed the activities 
of the Court have been aware for some time that it has become 
torn with factionalism. 

It had been known also that Associate Justice Jackson and 
Associate Justice Hugo Black were the leaders of the two factions 
that have arisen. 

Something of the origin of their differences has been common 
knowledge among followers of the Court. There were reasons to 
suspect that in the background of these differences Jay a certain 
amount of personal animus on both sides. 

What is surprising about the whole thing, however, is that this. 
personal animus is as deep-seated as it appears to be. 

It is even more shocking to have a revelation of the kind made 
a member of the Court itself. 

That, in the opinion of impartial observers, 
charged up to Associate Justice Jackson.

For him to have made a public attack on Mtr. 
Poor Taste Justice Black, as he did, seems without provoca- 
tion, just as it is without precedent. It certainly was in poor 
taste, since it strips the high tribunal of its traditional dignity 
and lowers it to the level of a squabbling legislative assembly. 


The people are accustomed to expect more of the Court of 
last resort. Its members are supposed to live peaceful and more 
sedentary lives. 

No one will deny that there is some legitimacy in the complaint 
which Mr. Justice Jackson makes against Mr. Justice Black. A 
member of the Supreme Court should be, like Caesar's wife, above 
suspicion. 

Perhaps members of the Court should disqualify themselves in 
any litigation before the tribunal in which a former law partner 
appears as counsel. 

Yet there is another wavy of looking at it. If a man is not 
deemed to have sufficient integrity to be able to di®orce himself 
of any such considerations as may be involved in the influence of 
a former law partner, then he should never be named to the 
Supreme Court in the first instance. 

Justice Jackson was not restrained in his attack on a fellow 
Justice by the fact that in the case he complains of the decision 
of the court would not have been altered if Justice Black had, in 
fact, disqualified himself. The result would have been the same. 

In looking for an explanation of Justice Jackson’s strange and 
shocking conduct it is necessary to consider other factors. 


AJl of the evidence indicates that President Truman had 
first agreed on him as the successor to the late Chief 
Justice Stone. Mr. Truman is reported to have been taken off 
Justice Jackson by two esteemed former members of the Court, 
former Chief Justice Hughes and former Associate Justice Owen 
Roberts, both retired. 

In any event, the best available information is that Mr. Truman 
had first decided to name Mr. Jackson, only to change his mind 
after being told that the smooth functioning of the Court would 
be destroyed if either leader of the two present factions were 
elevated to the Chief Justiceship. , 

Subsequently, after surveying the outside field thoroughly, 
he drafted Secretary of the Treasury Vinson for the high judicial 
post. 

Under the circumstances, it is difficult to escape the conclusion 
that Mr. Jackson acted from pique in delivering his open attack 
on Justice Black. He shows signs of being bitterly disappointed 
over his failure to land the appointment. He must have blamed 
Black for his defeat. 

Of the two involved in the controversy, Justice Black seems 
to have comported himself tar more appropriately by declining to 
answer the charges. His conduct is more in keeping with what the 
dignity of the Court should be. 

Considering everything that has happened, it is now all the 
more apparent that President Truman made a wise decision in 
going outside the Court for the new Chief Justice. 

Justice Jackson has tended to reveal a temperament that is ill-

Peach Packing Is 
Now Sissy Business 


BALDWIN, Ga.—“The last time I saw you,” 

I told Bill Shore, “it was about 1 or 2 o’clock 

of a hot June night in the year 1927 or maybe 

2928, and I was snowed under in the three-two bin and the 

wagons were still bringing the fruit in from the fields and I 

was rolling the bottoms instead of packing them, and you were 

standing behind me watching and I! didn’t know it, and you got 

very sore when you saw I was rolling the bottoms, because the 

market had gone sour and you were having enough trouble 

getting a price anyhow, without having t worry about getting 

lousy pack. And you were thin and worried-looking then, 
instead of being fat and sassy, as you now appear.

“Well. well, well,” he said. “An old peach buzzard. I thought 


the breed had al! died out, or had gone into some legitimate line

They called us ‘plooker- 
birds,’ which was a term I never did understand except I know 
it was not a phrase implying respect and good will. And who 
is packing your fruit, now that the college boys do not follow 
the trade any more and the old fruit tramps are gone? 

“Local people,” said Mr. Shore. “People from around and 
about. And they put up the peaches without having to have a 
quart of white lightning sitting beside them, like the old fruit 
tramps, and without rolling the bottoms when they got snowed 
under, like college boys. In fact,” he said, “we do not even pack 
the fruit in crates any more. We put it up in bushel baskets, 
60 we can keep up with the wagons and not have to work all night.” 

Purely out of sentiment, I asked Mr. Shore if we could visit 
the old tin-walled packing house where I labored in my youth, 
and we went down there and looked around, It was empty and 
bare, except for the grading machinery, but the smell of it was 
just the same, the old smell of thin, splintery wood and the warm, 
dry smell of peaches, and of dust. So it wasn’t hard to visualize 
the nights when the bins were full and the wagons still coming 
and the long line of packers with their fingers flying so fast it 
was hard to see more than a blur. And their hard straw hats on 
the back of their heads and the sweat pouring down their faces, 
and the peach fuzz burning in the soft bend of the elbow and 
dry and caked between the fingers and biting like fire at the throat. 

And the quick straightening up and the 
One Great Funnel shrug of the shoulders to pull the knife 
blade of weariness from between the shoulder blades, and the 
thunder of the nailer’s hammer in thumping rhythm, putting the 
tops on the crates.

War Vet 
1 Under Par 
For 36 Holes 


By OSCAR FRALEY. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 16-- 
(UP)—With the roar of thunder 
like the rumbling of guns at Bas- 
togne ringing in his ears, Purple 
Heart Hero Lloyd Mangrum strode 
through a violent downpour Sun- 
day to win the National Open golf 
championship in a second playoff 
with Byron Nelson and “Vic 
Ghezzi. 


Down and apparently beaten, 
Mangrum came storming back on 
the last six holes for an even par 
36-36—72 which bested a 34-39— 
73 posted by the other two after 
a three-way tie at par figures in 
the morning round. 

The roaring thunder did it. 

The thunder and memories of 
other days in Germany when 
Mangrum lay wounded on a bat- 
tlefield and flashing skies meant 
death instead of Bogies. That’s 
when the lithe Mangrum, wound- 
ed twice in the Battle of the Bulge 
looked up at the lightning, laugh- 
ed in its face and with the tense- 
ness gone proceeded to mow them 
down, 

LIGHTNING DOES IT 

He was three strokes behind 
Ghezzi and two behind Nelson. 
the pie-faced Texan who became 
Mr, Golf while Mangrum was 
overseas, when the skies roared 
for him again. But in comparison 
to that other lightning this was 
fun. The tightness-which has scat- 
tered his shots all over the rough 
and pulled his putts off line was 
washed away with the driving 
rain and he grinned under his 
jaunty little red mustache. 


It had been touch and go from 
the very beginning when they 
trudged out and under a hot morn- 
ing sun for the first playoff 
round. Mangrum almost took it 
then, only to bogey the 17th and 
wind up once again in the same 
three-way tie which they had pro- 
vided by shooting 284 for the 72- 
hole tournament. 

He blew his chance then and 
it looked as they started the aft- 
ernoon round with the dark clouds 
scudding in from over Lake Erie, 
as if he was finished. For at the 
end of nine holes he was two 
strokes back of the lumbering Ital- 
ian boy from Knoxville and the 
man they call Lord Byron. 

Those two had tied with two 
under par 34s and Mangrum was 
spraying them all over the coun- 
tryside as they started down the 
final nine holes with the rumble 
starting in the distance. Then, on 
the 12th, it appeared to be over 
for the whipcord guy. He took 
a bogie and Ghezzi sprinted three 
strokes in front of him while 
Nelson was two ahead. 


That’s when the thunder got in- 
sistent, 

It was on a 482-yard hole, a par 
five, and Manrum blasted his 
third shot, a trifling four feet 
from the pin and dropped it in 
the bucket for a birdie. Nelson 
meanwhile ballooned to a six as 
he missed a three-foot putt. Ghezzi 
settled for a par—but now the slim 
Texan from California was even 
with par and with Nelson and only 
two strokes away from Ghezzi. 

He got one of them back from 
big Vic on the 14th, a 403-yard 
par four, with a par which 
matched Nelson as Ghezzi took 
a bogey by missing the green on 
his approach. 

And then on the fifteenth, with 
a coo] rain sliding over his shoul- 
ders, Mangrum took over with a 
birdie that sent him one stroke 
ahead while Nelson parred to 
draw even with Ghezzi on the lat- 
ter’s bogey. 

WINS TITLE ON FIFTEENTH 

Mangrum rs his tee shot 
out in front and clipped one up 
to an elevated green, the ball nes- 
tling eight feet from the pin. The 
crowd of 4,000 roared as _ he 
dropped it in the well while Nel- 
son could do no better than a par, 
and Ghezzi missed a seven-footer 
to go bogey. 

There were three to go then, 
three of the toughest holes on this 
man-eating course. The sixteenth 
is a 615-yard par five ard Man- 
grum came through with the 
birdie that won it—and the Open. 

He was in the rough 60 yards out 
after his second and chipped to 
within 10 feet of the pin as Nelson 
and Ghezzi hit the fringe. And, 
after they finished, he spun the 
ball 10 rain-beaten feet into the 
cup as the glare of lightning 
flashed from his putter. 

That put him two under par, 
as Nelson and Ghezzi parred to 
stay even with regulation figures. 

It was just enough. 

For that winning surge had tired 
the thin, rain-soaked figure. He 
went one over on the sayenteenth, 
a hole which always bothered him, 
but Nelson did, too; Ghezzi parred, 
and when they headed up the fi- 
nal hill for home Mangrum was 
one under par, Ghezzi was even 
and Nelson was one over. 


DOWN, BUT NEVER OUT 

Mangrum will never play a long- 
er hole than that 44l-yard eight- 
eenth, a par four. His second hit 
a sand trap near the green as Nel- 
son’s second landed on the apron 
and Ghezzi went over the back 
apron. Mangrum chipped to the 
green, 40 feet from the cup, with 
Nelson coming in to 30 feet and 
Ghezzi to six feet. That’s when 
Mangrum putted up—and saw it 
stop a disheartened six feet from 
the cup. 

It was a long one, particularly 
after Ghezzi went down in two 
for a bogey and Nelson got a par 
for 73s apiece, 

Mangrum studied the putt for 
a moment that seemed like an 
hour, then stepped up and coolly 
stroked the ball into the cup to 


win the National Open title.
